SUBLETTE BONES NEAR 
BURIAL AFTER 32 YEARS 


Claimants’ Loss of $3,000,000 
Suit Apparently Ends Use 
of ‘‘Exhibit A.” 


The bones of Pinkney W. Sub- 
lette, Indian fighter, trapper and 
hunter, which have reposed in a 
wooden soapbox at the Courthouse 
‘for 32 years, will be buried soon, 
unless somebody objects. 

The bones were dug up from a 
grave in Wyoming in 1895 and 
taken to the Courthouse as told 
heretofore by the Post-Dispatch, as 
Exhibit A in the suit of descen- 
dants of a brother, Solomon Sub- 
lette, to gain land in Southwest St. 
Louis under an old will, One of 
the issues was the date of Pink- 
neyl’s death. Exhibit A also in- 
cluded a stone from the Wyoming 
grave marked “P. W. S., d. 1865.” 

The heirs’ suit was dismissed on 
demurrer in Circuit Court in 1926, 
but an appeal was taken to the Mis- 
souri Supreme Court, which, last 
Saturday, sustained the lower 
court. 

Robert M. Nichols, attorney for 
local plaintiffs, today said the liti- 
gation apparently was ended and 
he had no objection to burying the 
bowes. Former Senator Bailey of 
Texas, representing plaintiffs in 
that State, is yet to be heard from. 

“Linless the Sublette descend- 
ants come forward in a reasonable 
time and take charge of the bones, 
I intend have them buried,” Cir- 
cuit Clerk Schmoll gaid today. “Of 
course, the bones have been at the 
Courthouse a long time, and there 
is no particular reason to hurry 
now. This office has no special fund 
for burial purposes, and it may be 
necessary to inter the boneg in a 
potter’s field.”

in Cincinnati for about an hour. 
They flew here from Washington.

‘ WASHINGTON, March 5.—Col. 
Charles A. Lindbergh, with four 
companions, took off from Bolling 
Field at 10:22 o’clock this morn- 
ing for an«unannounced destina- 
tion. A broken tail skid had pre. 
vented a start at 6:15 a. m. 

A new. skid was obtained from 
Hoover Field, Va., across the Po- 
tomac River, and attached to the 
cabin monoplane, in which the 
flyers arrived here Saturday from 
New York. The first attempt to 
take off failed after the plane had 
traveled about 50 yards. 

Harry K. Knight, one of Lind- 
bergh’s companions, and a backer 
of his trans-Atlantic flight, refused 
to announce their destination, al- 
though it was presumed to be St. 
Louis. Assistant Secretary Mac- 
Cracken of the Commerce Depart- 
ment had described the Colonel's 
visit here as of-no special signifi- 
cance and merely a stopover on his 
way back to the Missouri city. Oth- 
ers making the flight with Lind- 
bergh are Maj. William B. Robert- 
son, Harold M. Bixby and B. F. 
Mahoney. 


Art Goebel Also Takes Off. 

Prior to Lindbergh's departure, 
Art Goebel, winner of the Dole 
prize for his flight to Hawali, de- 
‘parted on a flight which ultimately 
will take Him to San Francisco 
where plans will be made for his 
good will flight toi Japan. His 
first stop will be at Dayton, O. 

Preceded to the field by two of 
his companions, Lindbergh accom- 
panied by’ two others, arrived 
‘ shortly before 6 o’clock in a taxi- 
cab and was taken to a heated 
hangar, where his plane had been 
transferred sometime after mid- 
night. This apparently was just 
another of many moves to mislead 
a lone reporter on the reservation. 

The attempted takeoff was made 
at 6:15 a. m. although the Associat- 
ed Press had been informed as late 
as6:30a.m. a field attache who 
answered the telephone that Lind- 
bergh had not as yet put in an 
appearance. So strict were the ar- 
rangements to shroud the flyer’s 
movements in secrecy that a re- 
porter, the only one on the field 
at the time, had to get special per- 
mission through a sentry to pass 
through the lines. 

Lindbergh's movements - never 
before had been attended by s0 
much mystery, and instructions to 
everyone who might have =  any- 
thing to do with preparing for his 
flight, even to the mechanics at 
Bolling Field, apparently were is- 
sued with stern deliberation. 

While waiting for the new tail 
skid to arrive, Lindbergh and his 
friends sat in the Officers’ Club 
and chatted with Lieut. Scott, of- 
ficer of the day. 

Refuses to Enter Restaurant. 

That Lindbergh is determined to 
keep out of the public eye, now 
that, as he says, his last official 
function is over, was plainly evi- 
dent before dawn this morning 
when he stopped his taxicab on the 
way to the field for a bit of break- 
fast at a restaurant on Pennsyl- 
vania avenue near the Treasury. 

Seeing four persons inside, Lind- 
bergh chose to remain on the out- 
side and contented himself with 
a sandwich in the cab. This in- 
formation, however, was not vol- 
unteered by Lindbergh. It came 
from the taxi driver. 

At 8 o'clock Lindbergh and his 
friends partook of some more 
breakfast at the field.

ONE-TIME MANAGER 


OF PLANTERS DIES 


Joseph Gerardi, Who Suc- 
cumbed at 86, Spent Most 
of Life in Hotel Business. 


Joseph Gerardi, who managed 
the old Planters House in the days 
when it was a center of social ac- 
tivities,-died yesterday of infirmi- 
ties at his home in the Westmore- 
land Hotel, Maryland and Taylor 
avenues. He was 86 years old. 

Most of his life was spent in the 
hotel business. Born in France, he 
accompanied his parents to St. 
Louis when he was 7 years old. 
His early hotel training was re- 
ceived at the old Lindell Hotel. 
Then with his wife’s assistance, he 
took over the management of the 
notéd Planters House in the build- 
ing that preceded the one which 
Was converted several years ago 
into an office building. 

Gerardi often related how the 


owner of the Savoy Hotel in Lon-| 


don and Potter Palmer oft he Pal- 
mer House in Chicago visited the 
Planters House to study Gerardi’s 
methodsof operatinga hotel, par- 
ticularly the dining rooms. 

From the Planters House, Ger- 
ardi went to the Grand Avenue 
Hotel, Grand boulevard and Olive 
street. Then for more than 10 
years he and his wHe operated the 

estmoreland Hotel and Gerardi’s 
confectionery at Maryland avenue 
and Kingshighway. 

In 1921 Mr. and Mrs. Gerardi 
celebrated: the golden anniversary 
of their marriage, which took place 
on the day Mrs. Gerardi, then Miss 
Annie Durkan, graduated from the 
Visitation Convent at St. Charles. 
She was a native of Ireland. 

A voluntary petition in bank- 
ruptcy listing liabilities of $437,- 
270 and assets of $134, was filed by 
Mrs. Gerardi in 1923. She did so, 
her attorney explained, to rid her- 
self of harassment by a@ money 
lender, with whom she had been 
at litigation for years. Mrs. Ger- 
ardi died, at the age of 79, in 
1925. 

Funeral services for Mr. Gerardi 
will be at the St. Louis Cathedral 
at 9 a. m. tomorrow, followed by 
interment in Calvary Cemetery. 
Surviving are four children: Miss 
Estelle Gerardi anl Mrs. W. P. 
Boeckler of St. Louls, Mrs. J. W. 
Mackey of Omaha, and Louis Ger- 
ardi of New York.

tain, neither Blackmier nor O'Neil 
has ever contributel a cent of his 
money to the casino. 

Outside of the pleasant villas 
which they own, the O’Neils do 
not get much pleasure from their 
money. When they first came, one 
O’Neil used to like to sit in the bar 
of the Carlton Hotel at Cannes and 
take his whisky and cocktails. But 
high blood pressure made him cut 
down on drinking three years ago, 
and that is the only form of public 
diversion he was known to take. 

Big, heavy, gray-haired, he re- 
mained a familiar figure to the 
Croisette promenade at Cannes, but 
neither he nor his wife ever took 
to the gala dinners which are the 
reason most people go to Cannes. 

He bought the Villa Antoine, 
which he refitted and it is now 
roomy and comfortable as is 
Wayne O’Neil’s villa at Bordighera. 
Neither is ostentatious. Their 
wives are not socially prominent 
and are better known to the par- 
ish priests than to the tea rooms. 
I have heard that Wayne bought 
his villa because he got it at a bar- 
gain, whereas the villas at Cannes 
are expensive. 

A Chat With Mrs. Wayne O'Neil. 

The elder Mrs. O’Neil was in- 
disposed when I called at the 
Villa Antoine, but Mrs. Wayne 
O’Neil at the Villa St. Patricio re- 
ceived me immediately in a cheer- 
ful drawing room filled with sun, 
but as religiously still as the sur- 
rounding convents. I noticed as I 
came in the gate the image of the 
Madonna above it and framing the 
main doorway stained glass with 
scenes from the life of St. Pat- 
rick. Beneath the window black 
dressed little girls were going to 
vespers, followed by two teaching 
nuns. 

“If my husband were here,” said 
Mrs. O’Neil, “I am afraid he could 
not tell you any more than I about 
my father-in-law’s whereabouts. 
We have not seen him for more 
than a year. My husband is tak- 
ing a trip, and when he comes back 
I am to meet him at Cannes, but 
I do not think he knows more than 
I did. I have just been reading up 
on the oil cases and we are cer- 
tainly getting lots of attention.” 

“People think you are leading a 
gay life,’’ I ventured. 

Mrs. O’Neil smiled sadly. 

“If you think it is gay to read 
all that in the newspapers!”’ she 
said. ' “‘Bordighera is also not ex- 
actly what you would call feverish- 
ly gay. We like this sun, though, 
and will stay here for two or three 
years more, until it is time to take 
the children home so they won't 
forget they are Americans.” 

It would not

When I tried to learn how the 
O’Neils lived here, I found every 
trace led to the church. Their 
friends also are only among the 
clergy and the rare visitors to the 
O'Neil table are usually priests.

PARIS, March 5. — Harry M., 


Blackmer, the long sought witness 
in the Teapot Dome Oil investi- 
gations, is living in princely style 
at one of the most expensive ho- 
tels in Paris. 

In the prime of his intellectual 
and physical power—he is 58— 
able to enjoy all that money can 
buy. he has confessed to friends 
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(—he has few enough over here— 
that he would give everything he 
possesses to be able to sail for 
home with the certainty of not 
being forced to play a part in the 
oil trials. 

Yearning for peace, he chafes 
at three years of exile, put he will 
not budge from France until all 
the cases in which his testimony 
is wanted are over. Meantime his 
only distractions are money mak- 
ing, traveling and golf. 

He admits he deliberately made 
a prison for himself, but a gilded 
one with all the world’s luxuries 
at his command. He is said to 
have made a fortune on Wall 


‘here. Dealing in stocks and ma- 
nipulating financial interests at 
the end of a cable takes his mind 
off other things, Blackmer has ex- 
plained. 

Bitter in Exile. 


These distractions do not ease 
his bitterness against the persons 
whose victim he declares he is. But 
no one has ever heard this now 
taciturn man pronounce a name 
or discuss the details of the case in 
which he is involved. 

With Mr. and Mrs. James O'Neil, 
Blackmer came to live at the 
Plaza Athenie Hotel in Paris. The 
clientele of the hotel is almost ex- 
clusively American. Probably 
more millionaires are there than 
at any other hotel in the French 
capital.

attempted to kill himself last night 
after he had been brought here 
from the East Chicago jail to avert 
threatened mob violence. He used 
the prong of his belt buckle to 
pierce his throat, Police Captain 
Edward Knight, who had just 
locked Chisholm in a cell, turned 
back on a Sudden impulse in time 
to witness the suicide attempt. 

**Let me die,’’ the man pleaded. 
“T’ve told you everything. Let me 
go.”” He wept. 

A crowd had gathered around 
the East Chicago jail yesterday and 
officers decided the prisoner should 
be removed to prevent violence. 

Chisholm, whose confession Sat- 
urday night cleared the mystery 
surrounding the finding of the 
boys’ bodies in the Indiana Harbor 
ship canal, made a second confes- 
sion yesterday. In this he related 
that he had drowned the boys— 
George, 9 years old, and Edgar, 6, 
Feb. 6, because Mrs. Helen Law- 
rence, with whom he lived, had 
nagged him about their presence 
in the household. 

The boys’ bodies, bound with 
wire, were found eight days apart, 
the. first being recovered Feb. 22. 

Chisholm, who is 35 years old, 
said he would plead guilty and 
throw himself on the mercy of the 
court, hoping to win a sentence of 
life imprisonment instead of elec- 
trocution. 

Chisholm’s confession, 
on a piece of paper, 


scribbled 
“Was given 
When 
Mrs, Lawrerice persisted in de- 
mands that he send the children 
away, Chisholm said, he decided to 
drown not only George and Bdgar, 
but Robert, a twin brother of 
George. Promising them they 
would see their grandmother, who 
is dead, Chisholm said he persuad- 
ed George and Edgar to accom- 
pany him to the canal. Robert 
would not go, as he said he did 
not care to-see his grandmother. 

Near the canal, the confession 
added, Chisholm tricked his sons 
into playing cowboy, a game in 
which they tied each other with 
heavy wire. Tying a weight to 
them, he said he took them to a 
bridge. 

“Then I pushed George into the 
canal,” the father said. ‘“‘He had 
hardly hit the water, when Edgar 
started screaming, and I grabbed 
him, and threw him in backwards. 

“I stayed there for about five 
minutes, thinking I should fump 
in too. I got up on.a beam of the 
bridge and my nerve failed me.” 

Chisholm said he met Mrs. Lav - 
rence in Montreal several years 
ago, shortly after he and his wife 
had become estranged. Mrs. Law- 
rence said she was the divorced 
wife of Andrew Lawrence, former 
general store owner at Leechburg, 
Pa. 

Mrs. Lawrence was released on 
a $1000 bond as a material witness.

One of the great German family, 
famous from Cape Town to Rio -s 
collectors of rare and dangerous 
animals and builders of fine zoos. 


Here was a man who knew his 
fauna. 

Hagenbeck, himself, was not one 
unduly to puff up the reputation 
of big game as dangerous or of big 
game collectors as courageous. 

‘Watch the moving pictures,”” he 
said. “You will see them—even 
the lion or the elephant—walk 
right up toward the machine, and 
then, as soon as they catch the 
scent of a human being, turn tail 
and run. 

‘“‘Tt’s mot necessary to kill ani- 
mals to collect them, but they are 
being killed off at an alarming 
rate. A few days ago in Hamburg 
a collector showed me a photo of 
a water hole which was populated 
by thousands of big game only 15 
years ago Now they have been 
driven further back into the bush. 

Mass Destruction Unnecessary. 

“Museums are gathering hides, 
skulls and horns by the truck load. 
Hunters go out with six or eight 
automobiles and a huge retinue of 
native helpers, simply to kill all 
they can. I had no quarrel with 
the former way of hunting big 
game, but I can’t see any sport 
in ‘mass destruction.’ 

‘This is another reason the great 
collections, such as you have here 
in St. Louis, are so important. In 
100 years many of the animals you 
have’ here will be extinct in their 
native haunts. The collection 
should be built up to the fullest 
possible extent.” 

He was informed that there were 
occasional complaints that the 2- 
cent special tax for the Zoo was 
too much, 

“Too much!” he exclaimed in- 
credulously. “What is that to you, 
or to the average taxpayer? It 
isn’t enough to buy cigarettes. Bal- 
ance that against the pleasure you 
get out of one day at the Zoo, not 
to mention-the boon it. is to fam- 
jlies who cannot afford more ex- 
pensive amuseménts and the thou- 
sands it attracts to St. Louis.”

Smith, who was an advisor on 
communications to the Kerensky 
and soviet governments and Ameri- 
can representative on. the Inter- 
allied Railway Commission, has 
spent much of his time in Russia 
since 1916 and recently returned 
from Moscow. 

Work Brings Advancement. 

He declared the soviet govern- 
ment was stable and likely to re- 
main in power because it was mak- 
ing an honest effort to uplift the 
masses. “Everywhere,” he con- 
tinued, “government officials are 
instilling the idea that work alone 
can bring advancement. 

“T have yet to find the person in 
Russia who wants more revolution. 
The unanimous popular voice cries 
for economic revival to start the 
country on the road to industrial 
and cultural development. The 
present government is stable be- 
cause it ig flexible. Through its 
system of receiving reports regard- 
ing the desires and needs of _ the 
people from its many thousands of 
observers, it knows the composite 
pulse of the masses and prescribes 
medicines accordingly. 

“The financial position of the 
government seems to be on a firm 
footing. Taxes are being collected 
and disbursements are not exceed- 
ing the income. 

Trade Turnover Growing. 

“The Russians are our friends. 
In 1927 our trade turnover with 
Russia was in round numbers 
$100,000,000 ag compared with 
$48,000,000 in 1913. In trade turn- 
over, Germany stood first, England 
second and the United States third. 
Our opportunities for trade with 
Russia are many and varied, Rus- 
sia needs our machinery.”

maintains its own trade organiza- 
tions, Smith urged American firms 
to send their own representatives 
to Russia to build up a new mar- 
ket.

Workers On Watch All Night. 

Throughout each night, watches 
were set.

NEW YORK, March 5.—‘The 


Mechanics of the Brain,” a film 
showing the brain in action, has 
been brought to America and will 
be placed at the disposal of Amer- 
ican colleges and universities, it was 
announced*by the American Soci- 


ety for Cultural Relations with 
Russia. 

The picture, made in Russia by 
the Sovkino, Soviet motion picture 
trust, under the direction of Prof. 
D. C. Fusakov, presents the work 
of Prof. Ivan Pavlov, physiologist. 
His main thesis is that all acts of 
life, including thought, are reflex 
and mechanical. 

Prof. Pavlov calls the simple 
mechanical reflex actions with 
which we are born “unconditional 
reflexes,’”’ while the more compli- 
cated reactions which run through 
the brain he styles “conditioned 
reflexes.” Some scientists say the 
hope of eventually solving the rid- 
dle of the human mind and will 
depends on work along the lines 
laid out by Prof. Pavlov.

Prof. C. G. Ab- 
bot, the new secretary of the 
Smithsonian Institution, has offer- 
ed to change the label now attached 
to Prof. Langley’s “aerodrome’’ if 
Orville Wright would admit that 
the Smithsonian authorities were 
sincere in upholding the statement 
that Langley’s machine was capable 
of man-carrying flight.

MONKS OF ATHOS SEEK 
REDRESS OF WRONGS 


State, Where No Woman or 
Female Thing Is Allowed, 
Takes Quarrel to League. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
LONDON.—An aencient republic 


where no woman is allowed, where 
even female animals are taboo, and 


where men live cut off from all 
worldly pursvits, has been brought 
before the public eye with the an- 
‘nouncement that the State. of 
Mount Athos has appealed to the 
League of Nations for redress 
against the seizure by the Greek 
Government of certain of its prop- 
erty. 

Situated on a 
promontory 60 miles 
broad, Mount Athos 
monastic stronghold 
into the Aegean Sea. 

Originally the home of a pagan 
oracle of Apollo and noted in an- 
cient Greek times for the number 
of pilgrimages to its temple, the 
Mount was purred of its idols in 
Christian times and about the fifth 
century A. D. became the haunt 
of holy hermits. 

Battlements and Catapults. 

They lived in caves and huts, 
but with the increase of royal 
benefactions and the growth of 
monastic life more substantial 
dwellings were erected, and groups 
of monks formed monasteries with 
chapels, libraries, guest houses and 
even battlements and catapults to 
keep out aggressive pirates. 

There are about 20 vast, fortress- 
like monasteries on the promon- 
tory, all built between the ninth 
and fifteenth centuries. Their vi- 
cissitudes would fill a book; Arab 
invasions, pirate raids, looting by 
Crusaders, massacres by the Pap- 
ists, and Turkish barbarism. But 
always, through more than 1500 
years, the monks have stood loyal 
to orthodox Catholicism against all 
attacks. 

Woman has always been treated 
with particular rigor. No woman 
has ever been allowed to set a 
foot on Mount Athos and ho bird 
or beast of that sex is tolerated. 

Down the Centuries. 

The rights of the monks have 
been respected down the centuries 
by the Turks, under whose juris- 
diction they lived. At the Peace 
Conference of Lausanne Mount 
Athos was to have been given an in- 
ternational status, but it was final-~ 
ly handed over to Greece, the 
Power assuming all the old obliga- 
tions of Turkey toward the monks. 

Greece solemnly undertook to 
respect the terms of’ the articles 
of handing over, but.it is stated 
she now has taken possession of 
the farms belonging to the Russian 
section of the monastery. Situated 
on the mainland, these farms pro- 
vide the monks with food, since 
they are not allowed to breed ani- 
mails or have any female bird or 
beast on the mount. Hence the 
Russian monks are practically 
condemned to starvation, and the 
state has taken the matter up with 
the League. pee

UNION ELECTRIC AND VALUATION. 

The Union Electric Light and Power Co. claims for 
itself a doubtful virtue. It says it has never availed 
itself, as all other utilities in the city have, of rates 
based upon cost of reproduction. It represents that 
there has been general application of this theory of 
valuation, which it says has been enunciated by the 
United States Supreme Court. 

That such a theory has been enunciated by the 
United States Supreme Court is true only to a degree. 
There is widespread confusion upon this point, and 
‘the Union Electric seems to be taking advantage of 
it. Thus, if the State reduces its rates because of its 
profits, the company threatens to assert in the courts 
its right toeven higher rates.than it is imposing up- 
on the community now. It approximates that a new 
valuation based upon the cost of reproducing the 
property would entitle it to another $1,000,000 an- 
nually. The company says: 

The reason we have not applied for such a val- 
uation is because we do not believe in it. A val- 
ation of such a sort is always for one of two pur- 
poses, either to increase rates, which we have 
never contemplated, or to issue more securities, 
for which we now have no need. 

But if the Public Service Commission takes up a 
rate case with this company, it will be necessary 
to make a new valuation. Such a valuation could 
only be on a reproduction basis. The Commission 
could hardly make fish of one utility and flesh 
of another. 

What this threat amounts to was clearly set forth 
by Judge Faris in the O'Fallon valuation decision. It 
is not true, as Union Electric intimates, that repro- 
duction is anything more than one of several factors 
entering into the Supreme Court's theory of valua- 
tion. Judge Faris went into all the decisions of the 
court, and he does not think it has ever laid down 
any hard and fast rule by which public utilities can 
be valued. His definition of such a basis as the 
country might agree upon was one of the outstand- 
ing features of his agreement with the Interstate 
Commerce Commission in valuing the St. Louis é 
O'Fallon Railway. The commission enunciated in 
this decision the theory of prudent investment, of 
which the Federal Trade Commission has just said 
that it “appears to be gaining ground.” Judge Faris 
undertook to define the prudent investment theory,

HE paths of most Americans at
